Engineers win court ruling on bonuses

The national labour court ruled 
yesterday that _ the Government 
must negotiate with the Engineers 
Union on the special recompense 
the salaried engineers should receive . 
for thrir higher .education. . 

Union, leaders heard the court's ' 
ruling with glee, while Treasury of- 
ficials were glum- 
The .Treasury is studying the' 
ruling, and will bring the question 
up at Friday's meeting of the Min- 
isterial Committee on. Wages. . ' 

Joseph Ben-Avraham, a member, 
of the Engineers Union's executive,-' 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
court had ruled “100 per cent” in 
t-helr favour. He .thought that be-, 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 (of some 
16,000 registered) engineers would - 
be affected. The list includes archi- 
tects, agronomists and Chemical and 
technical engineers. 

The court ruled that the present 
bonuses -for higher education were 
less than called tor under the col- 
Jective. agreements. The parties must, 
therefore negotiate a . revision of 
the wage structure to include re- 
compense for the engineer’s educa- 
tion to all cases where an academic 
engineering education is required 
‘for the performance of toe job, or 
where it contributes to raising the 
"level of performance. 

The union was particularly ap- 


preciative of the distinction the 
court made between graduate and 
non-graduate engineers. Israel is ono 
of .the few countries where non- 
graduate engineers may also be 
registered on the rolls “provided they 
can prove a certain number of years 
of experience in the profession." 
These members will not be entitled 
to claim the extra pay. 

But the engineers are aware that 
their troubles are far from over.' 

The Barkai Committee’s conclu- 
sions, as Interpreted by the court 


yesterday, authorize extra payment 
for professional qualifications but 
do not say just how much. 

The ruhng is couched to very 
general terms, and some clear de- 
finitions will have to be made as 
to who is entitled to the added pay. 

First reaction of a spokesman of

- The Interior Ministry spokesman 
said on Monday that 1976 saw a sharp 
rise in damage from fires and some 
loss of lives because of protection 
rackets. The exact statistics were 
unavailable he said. 

He was speaking on the occasion of 
the publication of the 1975 report of 
the Ministry's Committee on 
Firefighting. ■ 

In 1975, there were a total of 24,702 
fires, about the same number as 
earlier years; but the damage caus- 
ed was IL44.8m., less than half of the 
1974 estimated damage of IUlfim.

He said that Israel has a total of 
800 firefighters, about half the 
number needed.

Norway’s top politicians 
study Mid East at first hand

“We are not sure whether the 
countries on our borders — which 
your delegation visited — really 
want peace, or whether their 
protestations are no more than tac- 
tics. But for us peace is vital," 
Knesset Speaker Yisrael Teshayahu 
told members of the Foreign 1 Affairs 
Committee of the Norwegian Stor- 
ting in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The group have just toured all the 
Middle East confrontation states. 
They held meetings with President 
Sadat in Egypt, President Assad in 
Syria, King Hussein in Jordan; and 
they met Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin yesterday. 

Headed by their committee chair- 
man, Tor Oftedal f the high-power 
delegation Includes three former 
prime ministers — Trzgve Bratteli 
(Labour), who headed Norway’s 
Cabinet from 1973 to 1976; Per 
Borten (Centre Party), who was 
prime minister between 1965 and 


1971; and Lara Korvald (Christian 
People’s Party), who held office 
through most of 1972. 

Korvald has just been billed in a 
Gallup poll In Us native country aa 
the most popular right-wing can- 
didate for top office. (Elections are 
due in Norway next September.) 

According to an embassy 
spokesman. Bratteli resigned from 
the premiership to make way for a 
younger man. He celebrated his 68th 
birthday yesterday. 

Oftedal stated that twn trip was 
undertaken to learn L.ore about the 
Arab- Jewish problem. “Any solution 
that is acceptable to both-sldes, and 
that will secure the approval — and, 
if necessary, the guarantees — of the 
big powers is a solution that Norway 
supports," he told 77te Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

The delegation called on Foreign 
Minister Allon and will be received 
today by President Katzir. They 
leave Israel on Friday.

‘Citizen of the world’ 

Garry Davis admitted 
for week’s visit

„TEL AVIV. — Garry Davis, 55; self- 
styled citizen of the world, was per- 
mitted to enter Israel yesterday as a 
• stateless person. Last June 13, he 
was denied- entry. 

Davis, who gave up his U.S.- 
citizenship in 1948, describes himself 
. as world coordinator of the World 
.. Service Authority, a group ’with 
headquarters in Basel. .* * 

... He was denied entry to Israel in 
June when he presented passport of- 
ficials with a travel and identifica- 
tion document his organization 
prints and sells for f20. Border police 
claimed at that time that a terrorist 
using a similar "passport" had been 
arrested. 

Davis questioned the police 
reasoning yesterday, c laiming that 
his "passport" Is a red flag. to border 
officials of any country,; “If there ' 
was -a terrorist who’ used a WSA 
passport, it was because of the 
passport that he or she was’ caught," 
he said. 

Davla was permitted entry yester- 
day when he presented a - stateless 1 
person’s travel document issued In 
, France. He gave up his American 
passport to U.S. Embassy officials in 
Paris In 1948, and has refused to 
claim citizenship of any country. * 

The balding Idealist has never 
faltered In Us belief that peace will 
come only when aQ people realize 
they , are citizens of one world. 

He. said he will be In Israel one 
week and will stay at the American 
Colony Hotel in Jerusalem. • . 

He was vague about his plans. . 

"I am here to see the people and to. 
see Jerusalem, especially its holy 
sites, all its holy sites," Davis said. 
“I feel an affinity here. I; feel ' 
Jerusalem is a kind of world city. It 
is a .holy city of three great 
religions,’’ he aaid. 

Davis, -whose- wife and three •• 
children live in Strasbourg, said he 
earns Ms living by being “paid for. 
what 1 do. ‘‘I've been in advertising 
and on television. I've been an actor, . 
a writer, an author, a bum. And I've 
studied with a guru in India,” he 
said. 


He said his organization has issued 
22,00b "passports" since 1954. They 
are given away, he said, to persons 
who cannot afford them. 

Davis, the son of a well-known 
American society band leader, 
Meyer Davis, served as a bomber 
pilot in Europe with the U.S. Army 
Air Corps in World War EL 

‘Final’ permit for 
port terminal

HAIFA. — The quarter-century-old 
plan for a new passenger terminal in 
Haifa Port is about to be carried out, 
unless another government com- 
mittee crops up-to delay it again. 

The “‘final" permit, from a com- 
mittee of dlrectors-general, was 
received by the Ports Authority 
earlier this week. 

However, the tender that had 
already been awarded for the 
‘building wfll have to be published all 
over again, because the 60-day legal 
time limi t has run out. Since toe 
tender was published find awarded, 
several more committees — which 
had not been foreseen — reviewed 
the scheme. Now all appear finally 
to have approved the building, which 
will cost an estimated XL5m. 

Yesterday the port spokesman told 
The Jerusalem Poet that the new 
tender would be published within a 
week and he expected the work to 
start In two or three months. 

The new terminal, it Is hoped, will 
be' ready by the summer of 1978 and 
will finally replace the shed which 
has been "temporarily" serving 
passengers in Haifa Port for over 30 
years. 

Last year over 156,000 passengers, 
most of them tourists, passed 
through the port, 8 per cent more 
than in 1975. This year another in- 
crease is. expected, . as 125 cruise 
ships and 48 liner caUs.have already 
been registered with the port 
management and their number is ex- 
pected to be even larger. Further- 
more, the cruise ships due are 
generally larger than in past years, 
bringing more passengers. 


Frustrated local Labour politicians 
see hope fade for. separate elections

TEL AVIV. — Most mayors around 
the country have resigned them- 
selves to early local elections in 
mid-May. But a good many Align- 
ment politicians — feeling new lever- 
age in their own party— are now 
blaming the Likud for the likelihood 
that municipal and Knesset elections 
will be held on the same day. 

The leadership of the Alignment, 
most notably Finance Minister Ye- 
hoshua Rablnowitz, has strenuously 
opposed any suggestion of separate 
elections, as has the Likud. However, 
local Labour politicians now say 
they would have had a better-than- 
ever chance of forcing their orwn 
leadership to move for local elec- 
tions on the Tmtnmw date originally 
scheduled before the government 
crisis. 

But they recognize that this would 
.not be enough without Likud sup- 
port for the idea, and toe Likud 
has decided to go for a stogie elec- 
tion day tor the Knesset and the 
municipalities. 

As the Labour mayors see it. It 
has now become obvious that La- 
bour cannot escape the internal con- 
test for the premiership between 
Yitzhak Rabin and Shimon Peres. 
This being the case, each of the 
contenders, they predict, will sow 
begin wooing them; and postpone- 
ment of local elections could be one 
price for -their support, they argue. 
Alignment mayors say they never 
had a better chance of having their 
way, 

“Two weeks ago nobody' would 
have listened to our demands that 
a distinction be drawn once and 
for all between local and w»±inw>i 
politics. Now, when nothing in 
Labour is as certain as it appeared 


only a few days ago, people are 
beginning to pay attention to what 
wt say," one mayor told 'The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday. 

However, as he and other Labour 
politicians point out, . in the time 
that has passed since .the Govern- 
ment first lost its Knesset majority, 
the Likud has deliberated the issue 
and come out for a single election 
day. With Labour no longer able 
to swing a Knesset majority, no 
motion can be passed without the 
Likud's cooperation. This, Labour 
sources claim, makes local elections 
to May unavoidable. 

Top-echelon r Likud leaders have 
already declared themselves in fa- 
vour of scheduling the local and 
Knesset elections together. Their 
argument has been .remarkably si- 
milar to that used by the Finance 
Minister; namely, that there is no 
point in squandering millions of 
pounds which the Treasury does 
not have on two elections dates 
and two separate campaigns. -The* 
main Likud factions have also come 
out in support of local elections in 
May. 

But Likud sources say they are 
not the ones forcing the decision. 
Had Labour been set against early 
local elections. It would have 
campaigned against them and at- 
tempted to enlist parliamentary 
support for its view. The fact .that 
this had not been done- indicates 
that there is a large, possibly de- 
cisive, body of . opinion inside Labour 
which favours a single election date, 
the JJkud sources contend. 

They further -argue that the very 
reasons for which some Alignment 
circles prefer later local elections 
are precisely those' which move the 
Likud to opt for an earlier date. 
This is a legitimate political calcu- 


lation, . the Likud sources add, and 
the fact that the Alignment finds 
it uncomfortable is not binding on 1 
other parties. - 

As Alignment politician* them- 
selves readily admit, their party is 
entirely unprepared for local elec- 
tions in about 100 <?ays. The fact 
that for the- first time the campaigns 
will be personal makes it even 
worse. 

.“How would the Alignment ap- 
pear to the public if it cannot come 
up with a convincing candidate for 
Tel. Aviv, after it has gone on re- 
cord ss Intending to wrest City 
Hall from (the Likud’s) Shlomo 
Lahat?" asked a Labour mayor. 

■ “In Jerusalem, Teddy Kollek to 
not making matters too easy for 
the party by insisting on a greater 
say to the make-up of the .City 
Council list. In Haifa the Labour 
Incumbent will have to be replaced. 
There are no Labour candidates for 
Ramat Gan, Had’era, Rehovot, Ri- 
shon Lesion, Ramie, Had era, and 
others. In Glvatayim, Mayor - Kuba 
TC fgjamnw is having trouble within 
the party. Beeraheba Mayor Eliahu 

Navi is fighting against party dic- 
tates. The Mayor of Upper Nazareth 
has just quit Labour, and the situa- 
tion in Hokm-and Bat Yam is un- 
clear. 

“Gone are the old days when the 
party had an unlimited reserve of 
attractive ex-generals to run on 
its. ticket. Even if it did have them, 
the recent elections have already 
proved that this no longer works. 
Aluf (res.) Shmuel Eyal could not 
oust Mayor Hananya Gihstein of 
Rishon in 1973, and it is difficult 
to suppose that similar candidates 
would do better to the various cities 
this time around,” the Labour 
mayor explained. 


MK Nof charges ‘irregularities’ 
in Produce Marketing Board

TEL AVIV. — An investigating com- 
mission headed by a judge should be 
set up to look Into “Irregularities" in 
the Produce Marketing Board and 
the other food marketing boards, 
Aklva Nof MK (Free Centre) told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

Nof has sent a letter to the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of 
Agriculture demanding such a com- 
mission. 

Previous allegations of 
“irregularities" had led to an in- 
vestigation by the Ministry’s legal 
adviser, Ruth Tuby; but Nof said 
this investigation was Incomplete. 

Mrs. Tuby had limited herself to a ’ 
small range of subjects because of 
personnel limitations and other 
problems. • 

Nof complained that the most im- - 
portant subject, the marketing of 
vegetables and other commodities 
outside the organized marketing 
system, was-not covered at all in the 
legal adviser’s report. Such 
“unorganized" marketing, he said • 
leads to tax evasion, violence and 


cheating of the consumer by selling 
to retail vegetables meant tor in- 
dustrial use. 

Even in those areas covered In 
Mrs. Tuby's report, Nof claimed; he 
(with as few resources as Tuby had) 
had succeeded in investigating more 
thoroughly. One case was of a docu- 
ment which led to the dismissal of a 
Produce Marketing Board 
employee. The dismissed employee 
claimed the document was forged. 
“I showed the document to a 
graphologist who said it was not 
forged. Tuby didn’t, even do that 
much." Nof said. 

In another case, three tires were 
changed on a car which had been on 
the road only two weeks. The tires 
bought were not suitable for the chr 
on which they were allegedly put, 
and Nof suspects that they may have 
been bought for a private car belong- 
ing to a board employee rather than 
for the council cor to which they 
were' charged. • 

“I checked with the man who sign- 
ed the receipt, and he’s the one who 
said the tires were not suitable tor 


the car to which they were charged. . 
If the original tires on the two- week- 
old car had been damaged in the way 
claimed, the car would have had to 
be towed away. 

“I checked with Shamgar (the 
road-service company Insuring the 
car) , and they said there had been no 
towing. I think there is good reason 
to suspect something criminal; but 
Tuby. after explaining that her in- 
vestigation was limited, writes that 
there Is no evidence of law- 
breaking 1 '. 

The Ministry of Agriculture's deci- 
sion to turn the matter over to the 
8tate Comptroller does not satisfy 
Nof. 

“The Comptroller only points out 
problems. In this case, steps must be 
taken against guilty people." 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Agriculture said in reply that the 
ministry has complete faith in Mrs. 
Tuby’s report. The decision to refer 
the matter to the State Comptroller 
shows that the ministry is not trying 
to cover up wrongdoing, he said. 


Furor over Hamburg minister’s 
release of second Nazi criminal

BONN. — Hamburg's Liberal 
Justice Minister Ulrich Klug is un- 
der renewed political fire, following 
news that the city-state has given 
temporary freedom to another con- 
victed Nazi criminal. 

A city spokesman announced Mon- 
day that the Municipal Clemency 
Commission, of which Klug is chair- 
man, has granted a half-year . 
furlough from prison to former SS 
Captain Max Krahner, 72, who was 
serving a life sentence for the 
murder of 500 Polish and Russian 
forced labourers during World War 
n. 

Only last month, a furor erupted 
over the commission’s action in 
granting a six-month sick leave to 
another convicted Nazi, Wilhelm 
Rosenbaum, 61, who was sentenced 
to life Imprisonment 15 years ago for 
the murder of over 100 Jews. 

Krahner was reportedly freed on 
December 9, the same day as Rosen- 
baum, under a. ruling which permits 
such action in the case of convicted 
lifers who have served ten years or 
more of their sentence and ore over 
70 years old. 

While the Rosenbaum decision 
became public during a visit to 
Israel last month by Hamburg's 
Social Democratic Mayor Hans - 
Ulrich Klose, the decision on 
Krahner was announced only this 
week, ostensibly because the 
clemency panel's findings are con- 
fidential. 

At the time of Rosenbaum’s 
release, the opposition Christian 
Democrats to the city, and many of 
the Social Democrats, 'sharply 
criticized the move. 

The temporary, pardon for 
. Krahner Is expected to add fuel to a 
parliamentary debate scheduled for 
today. In which tire opposition plans 
to demand the resignation of Klug, a 
member of the government’s Free 
Democratic wing. 

The motion is expected to fall, 
however, since Khag’s party and the 
Social Democrats in the Municipal 
Parliament have rallied under the 
opposition attack; and voted their 
support for the justice minister.

“I am the 
last person ‘who would in any way 
favour Nazis or Nazi criminals.’ ’ the 
minister said to a recent newspaper 
interview, pointing out that his wife 
Was classified as part Jewish under 
Hitler's Nuremberg race laws.

Canada expels five Cubans 


OTTAWA. — Canada has expelled 
five Cubans, including two 
diplomats, following the discovery of 
a spy network involving Cuban 
nationals, it was officially' an- 
nounced on Monday. 

The Cuban ambassador was called 
to the External Affairs Department 
and told that three Cubans with 
diplomatic or consular status must 
leave the country immediately. 

A" spokesman for the department 
said: “On the basts of investigations, 
it has been determined that an in- 
telligence operation was conducted 
In Canada involving Cuban nationals 
in contradiction of their status." 

The announcement follows reports 
from Rhodesia, quoting an alleged 
American mercenary, as saying the 


Cuban consulate In Montreal was 
used to train spies lor use against the 
Rhodesian government. 

The spokesman said two of. the 
Cubans were non -immigrants 
without consular or diplomatic 
status, who would be deported for 
contravening a section of the Cana- 
dian Immigration Act about subver- 
sive activities.

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger sold Monday 
that Egypt, Syria, Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan “are all committed to a 
progress towards a peace which 
recognizes the existence and 
legitimacy of the state of Israel.” 

Answering questions at the 
National Press Club, the Secretary 
also said the “radical elements” in 
the Middle East “no longer have the 
influence that they possessed some 
years ago." 

Kissinger, while acknowledging 
that the Arab-Iarael conflict has not 
been eliminated as a “source of con- 
flict," nevertheless insisted that 
“the conditions for progress are 
better than they have been in many 
years." 

Reviewing his Middle East policy, 
he said: "It's important to look at 
the situation in 1978 and the situation 
today. 

“In 1973," he said, “the Arab 
world and Israel were engaged In a 
war at the end of which the danger of 
a new flare-up was extremely great. 
We had no diplomatic relations with 
the key Arab countries, except Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan. We often sent 
messages to Cairo and Damascus 
via Moscow. 


“What was needed was to re- 
establish some relationship with the 
Arab world, to maintain our 
traditional friendship with Israel, 
but to move the area toward peace, 
initially by a step-by-step approach 
which we have always believed 
would merge In an over-all solution. 

“We are now approaching the 
point where the conditions In the 
Middle East for significant progress 
seem to us propitious. Egypt, Syria, 
Saudi Arabia, and Jordan are all 
committed to a progress towards a 
peace which recognizes the ex- 
istence and legitimacy of the state of 
Israel," he saicLt 

Kissinger said that negotiations 
“will be extremely complicated and 
they may take some time. But I do 
believe that the conditions for 
progress are better than they have 
been in many years." 

Kissinger was due to speak yester- 
day to the conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish 
Organizations at a gala luncheon at 
New York’s fashionable Pierre 
Hotel. He was expected to echo the 
theme of his remarks at the National 
Press Club — that the prospects for 
peace in the Middle East have never 
been better. 

The only other Middle East- 
related question centred on the 


delicate matter of Syria's release of 
Israel prisoners during the Golan 
disengagement negotiations, 
mediated by Kissinger during a 30- 
day shuttle. 

Kissinger was asked about a re- 
cent “Washington Post” report by 
diplomatic columnist Murrey 
Harder, which said Kissinger 
deliberately had lied to the pre^s by 
saying that he did not have the list of 
Syrian-held prisoners, when in fact 
the Syrians had already given it to 
him and tt was in his pocket. 

Kissinger confirmed that 
Harder’s report was accurate, but 
the -Secretary justified the deception 
on the grounds that the matter was a 
"profound humanitarian problem." 
He said that Syria had given him the 
list on condition that it not be disclos- 
ed until after a sequence of events 
had taken place — and then only to 
the highest Israeli officials. 

“We were afraid that the prisoners 
would not be released If we did not 
follow the sequence that had been 
suggested to us," he said. “Maybe It . 
could have been handled in a 
different manner: but as soon as we 
had been given the go-ahead to 
release the list, we explained to the 
press the circumstances in which It 
had been obtained."

U.S.firm pledges 
to ignore Arab 
boycott of Israel 

SAN FRANCISCO. — The Justice 
Department on Monday settled its 
civil anti-trust suit against Bechtel 
Corp. with an agreement barring the 
firm from participating in the Arab 
boycott against Israel. 

The agreement was Hied In U.S. 
District Court here and will become 
final upon approval of the Court. 

Bechtel, a heavy construction firm 
with vast contracts in the Arab 
world, also would be barred from 
assisting other persons in such a 
boycott In this country and 
prevented from excluding any 
blacklisted person from supplying 
goods or services in connection with 
major projects. 

In Montreal, documented evidence 
that Canadian banks and companies 
are supporting the boycott will be 
presented later this week, the head 
of a citizen’s commission of inquiry 
said on Monday. (AP. Reuter) 
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determine whether an effort should 
be made to block Zablocki’s getting 
the committee chairmanship. 

He said Zablockl has consistently 
voted against what Rosenthal called 
the Democratic mainstream on Viet- 
nam, Cambodia, Korea, Rhodesian 
chrome, aid for Israel and the cutoff 
of U.S. aid to Turkey.

Two ex-ministers, adviser 
suspect in Egypt bribe case 


CAIRO. — Egypt’s prosecutor said 
yesterday a former adviser at the 
Aviation Ministry took a commission 
of 320,000 on the sale of aircraft from 
the Boeing Company. 

The prosecutor's report, published 
in all Cairo newspapers, also held 
two former Egyptian cabinet 
ministers responsible for buying the 
aircraft . “under unfavourable 
terms". 

The report said the investigation 
showed former ministry adviser 
Helmy Shams received a cheque for 
330,000 in Geneva from Boeing, with 
a note saying: “Sorry for the low 
payment, but the sale cost us a lot of 
other payments." 

The two ministers who arranged 
the deal with Boeing in 1972 were 
Economy Minister Abdullah Mer- 
zaban and Aviation Minister Ahmed 
Nub. They may have to stand trial, 
-one paper said. 


Egypt purchased four Boeing 707s 
with a loan arranged by the 
American Investment firm Kidder 
Peabody and Company, which ob- 
tained the financing from Arab oil 
states In the Persian Gulf. 

'Set up by Kidder Peabody’s then 
Middle East manager. Egyptian 
born Bind American-educated 
Roger Tamraz. the agreement was 
considered a breakthrough. It was 
the first time financing was obtained 
In the area, and not from Western 
banks. It also was Egypt’s first ma- 
jor purchase of Western aircraft.

1283 and It lost its political identity. 


Its main act of rebellion against the 
English was really to turn away 
frqxn the Established Church to the 
chapel. It provided .the greatest 
dynasty and .the greatest Prime 
Minister that Britain ever had. This 
apparently is not enough. 

Scotland cfime in with its King 
James VI who succeeded Elizabeth. 
Its history, though stirring, was one 
of tribal disorder. After agood deal 
of talk, especially in the Scottish 
parliament, the twin kingdoms were' 
united in 1707. And then there was ’ 
Great Britain. 

The »cngu«h seem to be facing the 
probable dismemberment of this 
arrangement with dangerous-' 
equanimity. The implications of 
what is most Hkely to happen seem 
scarcely to have occurred to 
poUtidans.

the red cross of St George on a white 
field, which is a fine flog os flags go. 

It means complications about fron- 
tiers which are under emotional dis- 
pute. Membership of the Common 
Market will make trade and travel 
and work easier. There will be 
hideous rows about the disposal of 
assets. Who gets what from the Navy 
and will Scotland and Wales aban-. 
don all armed forces? 

What of the National Debt and the 
art objects that the rich men of 
Scotland may wish to hurry to 
England in face of a likely and fierce 
move to the Left on the part of a 
sovereign Scotland? Who gets the 
Queen, the jewels, the Stone of 
Scone? Who deals with Northern 
Ireland?.But that place by then may 
have devolved Itself or been dismiss- 
ed mto a darkness not altogether of 
its own making. 

These are not wholly frivolous 

questions. For there really Is a near 
certainty that the step to devolution 


will be followed, as night does the 
day, by the claim to sovereignty and 
the sort of bloody tantrums that we 
have in Northern Ireland if it is not 
given. Men do not accept half- 
measures. 

The Republic of Ireland is here a 
st umblin g stone, and does not help 
the argument much. It got at the 
start a maimed independence and an 
unjust frontier. It ha s since made 
sense of its sovereignty and failed 
with the language revival of which 
the Welsh make so much, ft is hard 
to avoid the idea that the new Wales 
-and the new Scotland in different 
ways are going to be pretty doc- 
trinaire and intolerant places. 

Britain might survive as a con- 
federation under the presidency of 
the Queen. But If the break-up really 
comes, I have a powerful feeling *h»* 
it will be to the benefit of En gland 
Parliament, the Civil Service- and 
the Forces will be smaller and 
cheaper. There cannot be any real 
frontier control. 

Of course, England itself might 
again separate elegantly Into its 
seven enchanted kingdoms. The 
details are dim. The prognosis Is not 
altogether black, (Ofna)

"This is the way it's done’ 


THE WORLD can be a very 
dangerous place for the energetic 
and inquisitive child, and probably 
the most dangerous part of it Is traf- 
fic to the street. We must teach him 
suitable (and self-disciplining) 
behaviours, and we must do this at 
an age when bis ability to concep- 
tualize is still at a very primitive 
stage. 

Consider this very ordinary scene 
that took place beneath my balcony 
one morning. Two young mothers 
(one pataWng an infant In a pram, the 
other accompanied by a very active 
three-year-old boy) stopped to chat. 
The three-year-old darted Into the 
s t re e t and was casually retrieved by 
Us mother while she continued her 
conversation. 

A few minutes later the child 
started for. the street again. This 
time the mother remonstrated with 
him as she brought him back to her 
side, and then, still saying “you must 
not,” she reached Into her shopping 
cart and took out a biscuit with 
which to distract him. On his third 
try for the street, she polled him to 
her roughly and conceded defeat by 
ending her chat and starting tor 
home. 1 

The motive for the child's 
behaviour could have been one of 
many: sheer motor exuberance, an 
urge to explore, “testing the limits" 
by doing something forbidden, or 
just a device for recalling his 
mother's attention to himself. 
Whatever his motive, the Important 
thing was that this youngster had not - 
internalized the necessary restraints 
for dealing with a dangerous situa- 
tion. In other words. Us training had 
either been insufficient or presented 
in such a way that it became a focus 
for a mini-battle. 

The time to begin teaching safety 
habits is when the child is in the 
qftrpller, or still clinging toyour hand 
aa h e first begins to extend his motor 
activities to the area immediately 


surrounding the home. At that stage, 
when he is still so dependent on you 
for help, he will also be most recep- 
tive when you point out the various 
vehicles and also the curbs and 
divisions that mark the boundaries 
between their space and Ills. 

At this stage, walking up to toe 
curb and playing "Stop" la akin to 
the "no. no” or "hot" response of the 
toddler, to the presence of the stove 
or electric outlet. It Is a learned, 
automatic response. It may be short 
of Intellectual conceptualization, but 
you applaud him for it, for it is a 
most important beginning. 

As he begins to go further abroad 
with you, be sure to call his attention 
to the fact that you are stopping at 
the crosswalk; and, as he begins to 
talk, involve him in the game by en- 
couraging him to say “Stop" and 
“Walt" as accompaniment to the ac- 
tion. Repeat, repeat, repeat, and 
praise the use of the words, because 
using the words appropriately is im- 
portant In developing the restraint 
that is basic to street-safety. 

As far as the words to be used, I 
prefer "Stop” and "Wait” to “No”, 
since these words are the first steps 
to a logical sequential development 
After all, in a very short time the 
toddler will be a pre-schooler, 
demanding more freedom and 
larger boundaries and the first 
proscriptive words will be followed 
by ‘Tiook" and "Go.” 

In the case of the scene described 
above, the mother’s responses were 
at best an avoidance of the main 
Issue and at worst an encourage- 
ment of dangerous behaviour. The 
main issue 'here is danger, but one 
with which the child must eventually 
lean to cope. The "no, no” that was 
sufficient at age one is too little and 
.too late at age three. Something like 
"Youfre getting bigger now, it’s time 
to practise crossing the street as the 
big boys do," Is more suitable. 


And try to look at the combination 
of the cookie and the scolding from 
the child's point of view. Is it a 
reward for his behaviour, or a 
penance for her own? It is very con- 
fusing to him; but more Important, 
how does it teach him to cross the 
street safely? 

In the specific Instance above 
(where mother’s intent was obvious- 
ly to purchase an extra minute or 
two), how about, "When you're 
finished with your cookie and I with 
my conversation, we'll practise 
crossing the street.” 

I .am not for one moment 
suggesting that this three-year-old 
should be allowed to cross the st re e t 
by himself, but there are driveways 
and access paths and parking areas 
to he mastered long before the 
street. And what about that rather 
innocuous-looking driveway that 
separates his yard from the next 
one, where his best friend lives? 
Surely It's not realistic to confine an 
active youngster to his own 
backyard until he emerges — like a 
butterfly from a cocoon — complete 
with school-bag and safety-patrol es- 
cort. 

Obviously, a child who takes so 
responsibility for his own safety 
must be restrained. When £ child 
persists in dangerous behaviour, his 
mother will have to take whatever 
steps are necessary to win this con- 
test of wills and enforce her rule. But 
since rules, by their very nature, are 
prone to challenge, hers will be a 
very uneasy victory. 

So from the very earliest age the 
emphasis is not "I’m telling you," 
but rather ‘ “This is the way it's ' 
done.” We start early and. build very 
gradually through his early years to 
make the desired re ponses an in- 
tegral part of his behaviour, and 
pray that by the time he 's ready.for a 
little more independence these 
behaviours will b.e. exercised 
automatically and consistently. 
After all, his life may depend on ft 


Countering 
a benign 
neglect of 

aliya

MORDEC8AI BAR-ON Is going to 
America for nine months with Us 
family, a readiness to work hard, 
and a goal — but without a detailed 
blueprint of how he'll achieve ft 

"My mission wffl have been a 
success if, within a year or so, 1 can 
double to 8,000 the number of 
American Jews coming to Israel on 
half-year programmes,” the head of 
the World Zionist Organization’s 
Youth and Hechalutz Department 
told 77ie Jerusalem Post In a recent 
Interview. “Kit I cant predict how 
many immigrants will come aa a 
result of my mission." 

Bar-On. nicknamed “Morele" and 
at 48 with a still boyish shock of hair 
sweeping his forehead, has 1 been to 
charge of the department since 1968. 
In anticipation of the 19th Zionist 
Congress that was to have convened 
this month (it has since been post- 
poned to the spring of 1978), he an- 
nounced his intention to retire and 
devote his time to writing and 
teaching. 

When his appointment by the 
Zionist Executive as a special 
emissary to organize aliya and 
volunteer desks to the U.S. was an- 
nounced, there was some specula- 
tion that Bar-On was dispatched 
because "he doesn't get along with 
Executive chairman Yosef Almogi” 
or * 'he wanted to take a junket trip to 
America before retirement.” 

Bar-On strongly denies the 
speculation. Organized Jewry had 
asked him to take the job, he says, 
after watching his efforts in October 
and November to set up aliya desks 
to the U.S. Though first declining the 
position for "personal and family 
reasons,” he decided to reconsider 
and was approved unanimously by 
the Zionist Executive. He will earn 
“something over $20,000, phis travel 
expenses" for his work, and will con- 
tinue to head his department until a 
successor is chosen to a few TMnwths- 

Amerlcan Jewry has seen fit to 
support. Israel by economic and 
political means, notes Bar-On. and 
only mini wm.iiy through aliya — "a 
Jewish duty. " It is a “disgrace” that 
only 4,000 came here last year for 
half-year programmes — yeshfva 
study, ulpan kibbutz, university 
courses and Sherut La ’am — many 
of them subsidized. Such 
programmes must be encouraged, 
he says, because about 20 per cent of 
the youpg people who take part even- 
tually stay to Israel. “And the 
remaining 80 per cent generally 
return to their homes feeling more 
Jewish, more loyal to Israel.” ' 

The Israeli "‘.‘who comes and sets 
up an 1 - aliya -office' in an American - 
city is viewed as a stronger by the 
Jewish community,” continues Bar-'

On. Therefore, the local and national 
organizations themselves must in-, 
'itiate ‘ aliya Information 
programmes. The Jewish Welfare 
Board, which runs an Jewish com- 
munity centres to the U.S. “is ready 
to get involved and become a central' 
Instrument for promoting personal 
contact with Israel. Their board at 
directors will formally approve the 
decision to a few weeks.” 

Bar-On, a former chief education 
officer of the IDF . says he doesn't 
hope to change the mood of 
American Jewry In just nine months. : 
“But I'll try to help those 
organizations that are willing to 
cooperate.” 

Asked what he thinks are his 
special qualifications for the assign- 
ment, Bar-On states: “I am an' 
Israeli, and a member of the Zionist 
Executive — but I also have a lot of 
experience in dealing with Jewish 
comxmmltiea and leaders. I am 
better known In the American 
Jewish community than other 
members of the Executive. At least I 
have enough credibility, to start.” 

In addition to the six localities he 
visited on Us previous trip, Bar-On 
intends to travel to 30 centres during 
Us new assignment, visiting one 
Jewish organization and facility ' 
after another. The focus will be on 
malKmid medium-sized com- ' 
muni ties — not giants like New 
York. The most difficult bodies he . 
will have to contend with, he admits, v ; 
are the Jewish federations which - 
collect funds and run various Jewish *„ 
services. "In the past, they have 
shown an unfriendly passivity to ; 
aliya — really a benign neglect of the 
topic.” 

Turning to the controversial topic 1 
of emissaries, Bar-On advocates 
sending a "community shaliah " to 
every Jewish community of 
reasonable Bize — about 250. ‘There - 
must be an Israeli presence among ■ 
American Jews, emissaries who are 
respected and serve as the address 
tor those interested in Israel. Ideal- 
ly, they should be chosen by tender 
mid remain there for two or three 
years, their salaries paid partly by 
the community.” 

Reports of emigration by his 
department’s emissaries are greatly 
exaggerated, ^Bar-On concludes.- "Of ’■ 
abort- 2, 0&O*toe Trove sent stoceTtook 
over the department, only five, or 
fewer, have become j/ordim. "

Cape Town may face

Savers distrust 
the Government 

The public’s current rush to buy shares is 
motivated by distrust of Government com*: 
mitments, rather than the expectation of 
higher yields or the desire to protect money 

against the erosion of its value, writes 
MOSHE ATEB.

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THE TEL AVIV stock exchange 
wound up 1976 with a great rally. 
Moat shares changed hands at prices 
beyond anything envisaged by 
analy sts, with the result that price- 
earnings ratios dropped to below 
half those which prevailed only a 
year ago. Remarkably, however, 
this performance did not reflect a 
spurt of optimism. 

Official forecasts for this year are 
not encouraging. At best, the current 
y+apf iaHnn will continue. The GNP 
may grow, at most, in line with the 
population Increase. The slump in 
construction. allied industries Is 
likely to continue. The pockets of un- 
employment may become wider. 
Both price rises and devaluation 
may go beyond what we have ex- 
perienced to date, hampering 
business and aggravating social 
problea. 

None of these prospects are cheer- 
ful. And all of this does not yet take 
into account the expected lack of 
effective policy under a caretaker 
government and of electioneering. 
Last, but not least. Investors have no 
grounds for op timism regarding the 
economic policies of the next govern- 
ment. So why are they rushing to put 
their money into all those stocks? 

One could explain the rush to buy 
stocks as on effort to hedge against 
inflation. Equities are traditionally 
considered more or less inflation- 
proof assets, at least as long-term in- 
vestments. However, that explana- 
tion does not work. First, the taxa- 
tion of paper profits has whittled 
down earning capacity of equities, 
putting a question mark on the real 
value of many a share — Industrials 
in particular. 

Second, the preferential role 
assigned to equities hardly’ applies 
in this country, where we have also 
linked debentures, which are In- 
herently inflation-proof. As a matter 
of fact, these debentures were in- 
troduced with the express purpose of 
attracting savings to the Treasury, 
or ( to projects approved by It. 
Thus they compete, with equities. 
The greater the inflation, the 
stronger the pull of linked deben- 


tures. Investment in equities, which 
did not give comparable returns, 
were reduced to a trickle, causing 
resentment among private business 
concerns. 

So why is this system suddenly 
working in reverse? 

The reason is that people no longer 
trust it. 

More exactly, because investors 
fear the government may be un- 
able to live up to its linking com- 
znitments To be sure. Mr. 
Rabinowitz has repeatedly sought 
to allay these fears. But another 
Finance Minister may adopt a 
different stand. He may fall In line 
with people who consider a state- 
guaranteed refuge from Inflation a 
luxury we cannot afford, and which 
should least of all be accorded to 
owners of capital. 

The Treasury may eventually be 
forced to act that way by the chang- 
ing financial circumstances. Until 
now it was not embarrassed by its 
growing debt, because It was always 
able to raise enough new capital to 
pay It off. And it could raise enough 
new capital, because however much 
money It was mopping up by its 
borrowing, it was pumping even 
more into the economy by its 
overspending. 

The Treasury was thus indirectly 
financing^ itself by its own in- 
flationary 'policy. It could do thia the 
better in recent years, when demand 
. for alternative capital uses was 
reduced by the relative stagnation of 
productive investments. However, 
that situation cannot last for ever. 
And if real efforts are made to 
reduce people’s purchasing power, 
the results are likely to be felt also in 
a dramatic decline of savings. This, 
in turn, could jeopardise the 
government’s fund-raising plans. 

One may presume that this will not 
affect the amounts set aside under 
contractual schemes (such as provi- 
dent and pension funds, and life in- 
surance). But these account for only 
about 45 per cent of the aggregate 
sales of government debentures. The 
rest comes from voluntary saving by 
Individuals, largely through bank

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savings schemes, or from business 
firms. Even if only the business 
group drops out, the situation will ' 
change completely, for in 1974 and -1 
1975 that group accounted for about . 
one half of debenture repayments,— 
and -for an even bigger share of the 
government’s net borrowing (Le. thfc 
balance of capital raised by it after 
servicing past debts). 

In the first half of 1976, when these 
Investors — worried by plans to 
“reform the capital market" — • 
stayed away from the stock ex- 
change, the Treasury could Indeed 
barely scrape through to cover its- 
disbursements. It was thus forced to. ■ 
resort to printing more money n«n' C 
intended, which was one major-, 
reason why its economic planning 
went awry. 

The decline in business savings 
channelled into debentures may ac- . 
tually be less dramatic, but It is like- 
ly to be accompanied by a subst&n- - 
tial drop in individual savings.' 
Moreover, both business and' in- 
dividuals which have been used to 
accumulating liquid funds due to 
rapidly rising incomes and in 
preparation for rising prices, will 
probably dispose of part of their 
reserves to tide them over a period 
of short credits. They may also do so ' 
to maintain accustomed living stan- ' 
dards for a while. As a result of this 
unloading of past debenture issues, 
their market value may lag behind - 
the actual advance of price levels: 

This trend Is likely to be 
aggravated by speculative 
: movements. And in such a depressed 
market the floating of new deben- 
tures becomes increasingly difficult.

now .openly' recommend, foreign 
bonds . qnd Bhares, even though the 
eventual gains are subject to full 
(marginal) income tax. They also 
recommended Natad deposits, 
which bear no interest at all. They 

- recommended them because these 
are private assets, not hacked by the 
Israel Government. 

- The next best buy — or a better 
one., 'in fact, because it carries a 
yield and Its gains are tax-free — are 
shares. They may yet face a bad 
spell, but they are more or less in- 
dependent of budgetary strategies 
and- politicians' whims. 

One may dismiss the rush into 
-stares As irrelevant or as a passing 
speculative, phase. Time will show 
whether the- equity speculators- will 
be proven clever dr foolish. 

But the distrust between savers 
and the government is cause for con- 
cern. 1% indicates that the present 
economic situation Is untenable and 
that the government has failed so far 
to work out an alternative.

and that they should not be penalized, 
for the few who are not 

A member of the presidium of the 
Tel Aviv-Yaffo Chamber of 
Commerce, Gershon Ben-Ito, told 
about the 185 export agencies' incor- 
porated in the chamber. 

He revealed that as of the first of 
this month these agents will receive 
export incentives of one per cent as ■ 
the result of a long . straggle on their 
part. 

The agents buy from the manufac- 
turers paying in Israeli currency and' 
they export the goods on their own In- 
itiative. They claim that in so doing 
they bring in foreign currency and 
therefore deserve some sort of incen- 
tive. The incentive granted them is 
smaller than that of the manufac- 
turers. 

The vice-president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, David Pines, warned

; Only 16% think 
lower living 
standards needed 
to help economy

A fldl 87 per cent of the public 
thinks the Government is not 
handling the country's economic 
problems properly. About 80 per 
cent hold a similar opinion of the 
Histadrut’s performance. 

Only 16 per cent of those polled 
by the Institute for Applied Social 
Research and the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's Co mmunicati o ns Ins titute 
thought- that's reduction In their 
standard of living was necessary 
to Improve the country's 
■ economic situation. On the other 
hand, 77 per cent held that wages 
should be raised over the next 
three months. 

The poll, which was conducted 
■last month, included 500 people. 

On more specific issue's, 
however, approval' of Govern- 
ment action ruse; the poll showed. ' 
About 50 per cent supported the 
slash In subsidies for basic com- 
modities and the increase In the 
price of fuel. 

Regarding 1 measures to curb in- 
flation, the poll showed that 64 per 
cent opposed cuts in wages and 90 
per cent were against cuts In 
social security payments. Price 
controls and reductions In 
Government spe n di n g were seen 
as adequate means of stemming 
inflation, by 37 per cent and 29 per 
cent respectively. 

The poll further revealed that 
KS per cent of the respondents did 
not save any money test year and . ' 
that 66 per cent have no intention ' 
of doing so, regardless of the in- 
centives offered. The majority 
said their incomes were insuf- 
ficient to allow any saving. 

Yahalom, new 
mutual fund

THE UNION BANK of Israel will be 
the trustee of a new mutual fund for 
shares called Yahalom. The fund will 
be managed by PIA, the company 
which manages the eight Bank 
Leumi mu tual funds. 

According to its prospectus, 
Yahalom will offer the public 100m. 
units of TM each. One of Yahalom's 
unique aspects is that It will for the 
first time in this country limit the 
number of units it offers. Sources at 
Union Bank stressed the need for 
“ease of manoeuvrability within the 
share market” which prompted this 
decision. 

An initial sum of IL25m. will be put 
at the disposal of the fund. Yahalom 
has been granted the privilege of 
purchasing this portfolio while it is 
' being offered for sale, at rates not ex- 
* ceedtog the lower of either the prices 
at the date the prospectus is issued, 
or when the shares are actually 
purchased.

Yahalom’s policy is to keep over 50 
per cent of its funds in stares, or 
securities which may be converted 
into shares.

Feres’ hat in the ring 

DEFENCE MINISTER Shimon Feres finally made it official 
yesterday: he will seek the Labour Party's nomination for the 
post of Prime Minister in the next' Government. 

7 This is not very startling news. Mr. Peres' .intentions have 
been widely rumoured for several months now, without any 
.^denial from their obvious source. An apparent confirmation 
#;first came in a newspaper interview a fortnight ago. This, 
p however, was followed by intense efforlis to dissuade the 
V Defence Minister from taking the fateful step. 

It is not difficult to surmise the nature of some of the 
arguments used in trying to talk Mr. Peres out of mounting his 
challenge to Mr. Rabin.. 

He would be triggering off an internal fight which could tear 
Labour apart at a time when its fortunes are at a woefully low 
ebb. His victory would signal not only a repudiation of the Rabin 
leadership, but of the entire party record in the past couple of 
years ; it would thus be a boon to the Opposition in their election 
campaign. His defeat might be calamitous to himself. Besides, 
he would be running against a party tradition that candidates 
for high office are called, and do not put themselves forward.. 

Mr. Peres* statement of his case on television last night, as on 
some previous occasions, was plainly calculated to project an 
image of firmness and courtesy in the pursuit of the public weal. 

Personal ambition, the Defence Minister appeared to be say- 
ing, was not the — or at least not the only — spur. It was rather 
that, being conscious of his worth, he was asking the party, for 
its own good, to be guided by his lights. If he was' to damn the 
Prime Minister at all, it was only by faint praise. He would not 
fault Mr. Rabin lor lack of "strength and vision.’’ If was rather 
that he believed he possessed those two qualities in greater 
abundance. 

The least impressive aspect of Mr. Peres’ case was his 
programme, or what there was of it The Defence Minister op- 
posed any territorial concessions in Judea and Samaria, except 
in a peace agreement. He failed to explain how this fitted into 
his recently asserted preference for a step-by-step advance 
towards peace over the Geneva approach. On the domestic 
scene, he gave prominence to a plan for the establishment of 
Israeli universities for Jewish students from abroad. Did he 
really expect to capture £he Imagination of the electorate by 
such fancy stuff? 

But it is not his programme which is the strength of Mr. 
Peres. Critics may rightly object that what he is offering is but a 
refurbished version of the old consensus. He is trying to appeal 
at once to those who demur at any unauthorized settlements 
across the "green line," such aa Kaddum, and to those who see 
no difference between Kaddum and Kiryat Arba. But he is doing 
it in a manner that is both forceful and articulate. 

If his entire candidacy is a triumph of manner over matter, he 
may still be satisfying the widespread craving for change, fora 
face-lifting. He may be responding to the people's desire to be 
lifted from a morass of indecision. 

Now that he cannot turn it away, even though he stfll believes 
it is "cancerous," Mr. Rabin would be well advised to take the 
Perea challenge most seriously. He will not defeat it by In- 
veighing against the undue attention paid by many of his 
colleagues to public opinion polls. What he can do, even at this 
late date, is to present evidence that he is really that man of 
resolution who shook up. the cabinet only three weeks ago; that 
he not only claims the right of premiership but will use it to form 
a fresh new team; and that he has dear vision of what the coun- 
try’s future course should be. 
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Thumbs down on ads for TV 




THE FINDINGS of the Hebrew 
University's Communications 
Institute research team were un- 
reservedly Critical of television 
advertising, a conclusion which no 
doubt delighted the Dally Newspaper 
Publishing Association ol Israel as 
much a a it upset the heads of Israel 
Television.' 

. In fact, the survey was sponsored 
by the Association. But Professor 
Katas and Dr. Elizur stressed at the 
outset that this backing would hi no 
way influence their attitudes or 
suggestions. In an exchange of 
letters, they "made It clear that the 
only sort of study the Institute could 
embark upon would, have to he an 
academic one In the broadest sense, 
without any prior commitment con- 
cerning possible recommendations.” 

Newspapers against 

With the knowledge and consent of 
the Association, the fjn mTHimiM H nwn 
Institute asked the Israel Broad- 
casting Authority to co-sponsor the 
research but' the Authority refused. 

The newspaper publishers are not 
always unanimous in their views, but 
an one thing they are in full and har- 
monious agreement — television 
advertising Is anathema to them. 
They decided to gamble, to give the 
research workers a tree hand and let 
them report whatever they found. 
This bold, attitude him paid off: the 
.95-page scientific study is a damning 
indictment of selling free public air 
space to advertisers. * 

“We went to several European 
stations to ascertain their views 
about advertising on television.” 
says Dr.' Elizur. “We decided that 
the American system was complete- 
ly relevant for Israel, since 
everybody deplores the sponsorship 
system whereby the advertisers are 
directly responsible for the program- 
ming. So we visited several Euro- 
pean countries, and talked - with 
broadcasting officials, academics, 
government officials and 
.newspapermen. In all these coun- 
* tries, television was directly or in- 
directly controlled or supervised by 
government. In none of them were 
advertisers allowed any say in the 
content of programmes, as they are 
in the U.S." 

SHE NOTED a curious coincidence: 
all these countries had started televi- 
sion without advertising, and all of

them had faced a financial crisis at 
the end of a decade. (Israel television 
is in a similar position.) Supporters 
of advertising them advocated that it 
be used to overcome the financial dif- 
ficulties and expand ■ and improve 
programmes. 

■ Belgium and the Scandinavian 
countries refused to yield to the siren 
songs of the advertisers: to thlB day 
their air waves are ruled strictly by 
austere governments. 

The Dutch introduced TV adver- 
tising in 1867 because the country's 
manufacturers were concerned 
'about the impact of advertisements 
on German TV, which is, watched by 
people. In Holland. In the winter 
1875/76 seaions of the Dutch Parlia- 
ment, the desirability of TV adver- 
tising was debated, and the members 
were divided 50-50 on the issue. 

Across the Channel, the British in- 
troduced the Independent Television ' 
Authority, which allowed private 
corporations to Operate television 
.stations under' charters tor limited 
periods. These companies could 
accept advertisements. The idea was 
that the IBA would provide healthy . 
competition for BBC 1, and BBC 2,' 
and would therefore bring about an 
improvement of standards. 

This did not quite work out as in- 
tended. With IBA going for popular 
appeal, the BBC found itself produc- 
ing high-level programmes but los- 
ing its viewing audiences- So it was 
obliged to go more popular in order 
to win back viewers. According to 
Sir Brian Young of IBA, Its stations, 
flexing their muscles, have lately 
gone more highbrow. 

Thus, says Dr. Elizur', there has 
been a see-saw iz> the quality of 
programmes, not necessarily a 
betterment right across the board.

MANY of the Wiza delegates from 
overseas must have been more than 
a little taken aback to hear, from Ms 
own lips, that Israel's Prime 
Minister had had to do his homework 
about their organization before 
preparing his address to the opening 
ceremony of its 17th international 
conference.

ZBIGNIEW Braczinski and Sblomo 
Avineri were engaged in a dialogue 
quite a while before either of them 
reached the high posts they are in 
now — or even thought of aban- 
doning their academic activities.

Learning from others 

IT DOES NOT follow, of course, that 
what was bad for other nations would 
necessarily be bad for us.

Elizur believes that we should try to 
learn from other people's experience ' 
and not behave like adolescents who 
leave the family nest and insist on 
the right to make their own errors, 
even if these duplicate the follies of 
their parents. 

The research team investigated all 
the arguments advanced by Yitzhak 
Livni. director-general of the Broad- 
casting Authority, a strong propo- 
nent of adversiting on TV. He claims 
that he must have money to raise 
standards and to introduce a second 
channel: he does not say — but most 
of us interested In TV hope — that be 
also plans to go over tp colour as soon 
as possible. Ail this needs money lots 
of money. And where will it come 
from, if not from the bountiful 
pockets of the sellers of wares? 

Dr. Elizur is convinced that 
Israeli -produced programmes aren’t 
good enough not because of a lack of 
money, but because of the paucity of 
talent, particularly writing talent 
She points out that the dearth of 
original writers also affects the

This theory was thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the research team. 
They found that 90 per cent of 
viewers e veryw here consider the 
advertisements Irritating if not ex- 
asperating. At best, they considered 
them mildly funny when first in- 
troduced; at worst, they found them 
stupid, offensive and even por- 
nographic. Dr. Elizur cites Israel 
Television's own adverts about “the 
second half” as an example of the 
offensive type. Also, the constant 
repetition of the same advert palls on 
the viewers. Of course, in theory, 
they don’t have to watch. But it's not 
so simple. “It took the British 10 
years to realize that they could 
switch off during the adver- 
tisements," she comments. 

SUPPORTERS of advertising 
suggest that no great harm would be 
done by introducing It. 

The research team does not agree.
